GENERAL McNAUGHTON 
,The by-election In Grey North, 
called for February S, Is giving the 
political propliet< of Ottawa some 
headaches. ' General McNatighton, 
the Minister of National Defence, is 
the Liberal candidate, nominated 
when the Liberal member resigned 
to open a teat for the General, who 
has to find himself a seat in order 
to remain a Cabinet Minliter. Mc 
Naughton is opposed by a strong 
Progressive Conservative . candi- 
date, who retired Uom the mayor- 
alty of Owen Sound in order to en- 
ter the Federal field. The Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion has also indicated its int^n 
lion of running a candidate. 

One of the que&tions which is 
bothering the political prophets is 
how the Liberals are going to de- 
velop any campaign against Mr; 
Case, except to say that Liberals 
should vote for the Liberal candl 
date and that General McNaughton's 
election is necessary for the' effi- 
cient prosecution of the war. In the 
last two municipal elections, Gar- 
field Case has been made mayor by 
acclamation, and It is concedod that, 
tiy leaving the federal field, he 
could . have run as a last minute 
candidate and defeated anyone else. 

Somebody or other (and it may 
well have been from some semi- 
official source) suggested that the 
Progressive Conservatives and the 
C.C.F.'rs. might allow General -Me- 
Naughton to receive .an acclamation; 
the suggestion, however., was 
quashed by both opposition sources, 
and the General is going to have 
to fight 

In fact, seme sources have gone 
so far as to say that the Liberals 
have unofficially become dutilous 
about carrying Grey North. They 
point out that. tills constituency had 
a "Ves" vote on the plebiscite of 
almost 10 to 1, and that its enlist- 
ment record is very high. It is al- 
most impossible to determine at 
this date which of the three parties 
will benefit by the three-way spilt 
of the vote. 

If the government sees that it 
cannot win Grey North, there will 
be two choices open to It: It can 
sacrifice General McNaughton, per- 
haps replacing, him -by Colonel 
Ralslon, or it can forestall the Feb- 
ruary 5 by-election by requesting 
the dissolution of parliament. A 
few more months of life might 
mean a great deal. 

This writer's guess, for what it is 
worth, is .that no one has yet de- 
cided what course is to be followed. 
The Prime Minister has a habit of 
surprising everyone, including his 
intimates, with a sudden decision, 
but that sudden decision it the ex- 
pedient outgrowth of 8 number of 
alternative possibilities, ill of which 
have been developed up until .the 
final moment of decision.

The McGill String 
Quartette, which is sponsored by 
the Montreal Festivals, started . in 
1030 when Alexander Brott became 
the first violinist and has since 
stayed with the quartette. 

A Scholarship student at the 
Juillard School of Music at New 
Yoric, Alexander Brott also studied 
at the McGill Censervatorium o^ 
Music. After conduciing a concert 
tour In the United States, he re- 
turned to Montreal in 1939 and 
since then has appeared in violin 
«olo and sonata recitals and was 



guest artist at the Montreal Sym- 
phony. As xyeli, he has played for 
the Ladles' Moming'CIubs of Mont- 
real and Ottawa. ' 

Alexander Brott is the author of 
two symphonic poems, a suite for 
string orchestra, a - fantasia for 
symphonic band, a string quartette 
for piano suites and various violin 
solos and songs. His compositions 
have been performed by the Seat- 
tie Symphony, Toronto 'an(^'Mont- 
real orchestras.- His music has been 
presented over radio programs 
CBC, NBC anif CBS. Sir Thomas 
Bcecham, Dr. Douglas Clarice and 
Sir Ernest MacMillan are some of 
the conductors 'who have perform- 
ed his work.- ■ •

McGill UAS Squadron 
Is Now Being Disbanded 

Rtdings Issued Last Month By Air ll/iinistry 
Have Caused The Dissolution 
Of College Units 



The No. 5 (McGill Univer- 
sity) Squadron U.A.S., R.C.A.F., 
is bein£ disbanded in. keeping 
with an Air Ministry order ef- 
fective last Decemb«r 31. At 
parades called yesterday and to- 
day the 150-odd personnel are 
handing in their uniforms and 
equipment. 

As the situation stands offi- 
cially, the unit is to be disband- 
ed and the student persànnel 
enlisted discharged.* N.S.S. reg- 
ulations require students to 
take military training and it Is 
therefore assumed that the dis- 
charged personnel will have to 
associate themselves with -an- 
other training unit. 

Although there has been * no 
official statement made con- 
cerning what training thé dis- 
charged personnel will have to 
take, it is rumored that the 
unit will be 'turned over as a 



whole to the C.O.T.C., with no 
option of Joining the U.N.T.D. 

However It is understood that 
certain clrçles are in opposition 
. to the dissolution of the unit, 
. indicating, that the situation 
may be in a fluid state. Their 
suggestions may result in a re- 
view of the situation. 

At the present time, personnel 
are handing in their equip- 
ment, but have not received 
their discharges. No parades 
other than those to hand in 
equipment had been called, up 
to press time last night. The 
students concerned have been 
instructed to watch the notice- 
boards for future parades. 

A letter has been received by 
the University from the Air 
Ministry afiirming the dissolu- 
tion of the unit, and'commend- 
Ing all concerned for the splen- 
did work done, and the fine 
results achieved.

An exhibition featuring modern 
color prints will be presented by 
the Program Committee of the Wo- 
men's Union in R.V.C. beginning 
Jan. 12.

"That, in view of the fact that 
many of these men are so faf be 
hind in their studies, and require 
extra time if (.hey are to complete 
the académie year satisfactorily, 
they bo exempted from Physical 
Training for the session 1944-45." 

"That, at the end of the present 
session the whole situation will be 
reviewed again and further con 
sideration given to these men for 
the subsequent years of their 
courses." '■ 

This exemption -will be extended 
automatically and it will not be 
necessary . for any ex-service men 
to petition for emempUon. 

The Senate of the University is 
prepared to extend the same ex 
emptlon to women who have en- 
rolled In the University following 
their discharge from active service,

Tinest Student Body' Welcomed

An enthusiastic welcome was extended by Dr. F. Cyril James, 
Principal and Vicc-Ohancellor, to over 175 veterans, many still in 
uniform, at a special ceremony held yesterday at 9 a.m. 

These discharged servicemen are enrolled in the special- 
courses organized at McGill for their benefit, enabling them to 
save]à;year^by^Uending these classes. ' 

Applications for entrance 
were received from practically 
all parts of the Dominion, show- 
ing an outstanding preference on 
the part of the ex-servicemjën 
for pre-engineering, with coni- 
merce and science and pre- 
medicine next in popularity.- 
Welcome Extended 

Among those on the welcoming 
committee, besides Dr. Jamés, were- 
Dean Cyrus Macmillan of the fa- 
culty of arts' and science; Dr. Keys; 
registrar, T. H. Matthews; Mfijor 
E. D. E. Hoskins, president of the 
McGill Veterans* Society; and 
Bruce Ward, vice-president of the 
Students* Society. i 

Declaring ^that one of the greatest 
contributions 'made to Canada was 
the opening up of opportunities for 
resumption of education by vet: 
erans. Dr. James continued his wel- 
coming remarks with his belief that 
not only would the veterans bene- 
fit, but they could also make sub- 
stantial contributions. 

Speaking of them as "finest stu- 
dent body at McGill or any other 
Canadian University," he said that 
it was within the power of veterans' 
"to set the tone and. tempo of uni- 
versity activity." 

The Princli>al urged ihe newcom- 
ers to seek the aid which the uni- 
versity was willing to extend, add- 
ing that it was the primary, desire 
of university officials and teaching 
staff to "help you learn the things 
you want to learn, and help you 
get the kind of preparation for 
after-life that you want to have." 
In conclusion he expressed the 
wish, *'gobd luck to all of you in 
your course of study and in the 
years which lie ahead." 

Hold Country's Future 
In view of the outstanding ;ia«rl- 
flees which the veterans bad'heeni 
so willing to make. Dean Macmillan 
said that it was with humility but 
also with pride and thankfulness 
that the university welcomed the 
ex-servicemen, 

"The attributes of the soldier, 
courage, patience, persistence and > 
willingness for keen work" — 
would stand them In good stead on 
the campus and in after . life, .'he 
continued, adding "this : country 
will be in your hands after iths 
war."

Major Hoskins assured the ve- 
terans that they would "always be 
very glad that they chose to come 
to McGill" where, with the excep- 
tion of a very few students who 
resented their presence, they were 
cordially welcomed to all campus 
activities. The McGill Veterans' So- 
ciety was attempting to cut down 
on the amount of red tape involved 
in rehabilitation education program.'

D^nohstrates ' 
To Camera Club 

Medical Photography 
Is Reviewed At 
Pathological Institute 

'Medical photographs, like por- 
traits, have to have appeal,** said 
Harold Coletta, photographer at 
the Pathological Institute, during 
the demonstration of medical pho- 
tography to the McGlir Camera 
Club on Friday, Decem'ber 15, 
their last gathering before the holi- 
days. 

' The visit by the Camerij Club to 
the Photographic Laboratory of the 
Pathological Institute included a 
demonstration and informal discus- 
sion by Harold Coletta on the sub- 
ject of photography in 'medical 
work, and a tour of the laboratory 
in which he docs his work. 

He discussed the use and merits 
of photography to the medical pro- 
fession and explained that even 
with the use of Kodachrome color 
film, they could not dispense with 
the services of the medical artist. 

A good deal'of Mr. Colctta's work 
has to do with the making ol slides 
for teaching purposes. As welt as 
for the above, his photographs are 
used for case histories, for repro- 
duction in medjcal texts and jour- 
nals, and for exliiblls. In the execu- 
tion of his duties, Harold Coletta 
often finds himself in operating 
rooms and at autopsies. The tour 
concluded with the inspection of 
his darkroom.

The arrival of 175 veterans on the campus 
yesterday boosted the total of our students 
classified as such to something like 230. After 
the personal greetings extended them by Uni- 
versity and faculty officials, there remains little 
for us to add but our hearty concordance with 
all the good wishes expressed. 

In particular we should lilfe to emphasize 
one thing said at yesterday's gathering in the 
Physics Building: that the veterans are enter- 
ing an atmosphere of friendliness and helpful- 
ness At the University. MeGill's staff is en- 
couraging them "to seek the aid which the 
University is willing to give." MeGill's students 
cannot perhaps give the same curricular atmo 
sphere which^tbcy hope the recent arrivals will 
aoon find congenial. 



Air Training Corps 

In linft with the no longer recent cessation 

of recruitment for the R.C.A.F., and the con 
current discharge of many who had enlisted 
Only a few months before, MeGill's University 
Air Squadroh is being disbanded. Yesterday 
the members of the squadron began turning in 
their uniforms and equipment, after removal 
of their insignia. 

The situation does not appeal to the U.A.S. 
iaembers, we are given to understand. Nor doe» 
it teem at this juncture a particularly wise thing 
to dissolve an organizatiôn for which some ule 
may certainly be found at a later date. We 
refer particularly to the post-war era, when 
Csnada, a northern hemisphere nation which 
can with more right than most claim an im 
portant geographic place in the world's airways, 
will most certainly have a relatively great \n- 
terest in keeping up the same. high aviational 
standards which she now possesses as the home 
of the British Empire Air Training Scheme. 

The use of the University Air Squadron as a 
jieace-tinie cadet corps has its own importance. 
But if the unit could be expanded, and perhaps 
integrated with the Faculty of Engineering, thus 
switching its emphasis from extra-ourrieular 
training to full*time courses in all the important 
aspecta of Aviation, McGUl. would -have addet 
ittôthèr first to iti list. ^ Montrearilrw e^^^^^^^ 
Canadian aviational center; the requisite facil- 
ities, developed during several years of bomb 
ferrying, are very close to the city. Tiie oppor 
tunity fairly bowls one over, especially when 
the constant ëmphasis on closer integration o: 
scieAtific research and teaching with' industria! 
and cômuércial practice is considered. - 
. With respect to thè University Air Squadron 
itaèlf, it should hk pointed out that its members 
wei'e more rigorously selected than those of the 
othèr training corps, owing naturally to the high 
physical standards required for the R.C.A,F 
The paradfts have consisted less of so-called 
basic training, and more of interesting technica 
lectures and demonstrations than has been usu 
ally considered compatible with .thé ré^t)irè 
ments as laid down by G. HQ. Consequently 
the Hudènta qow in the U.A.S. regard the in 
evitable suggestion that they be incorporated 
in the C.O.T.C. with not unmixed feelings. Their 
pfMènt esprit de corps .will be* lost, aç well as 
thfc interest which that branch of the servicè 
hèld for them. 

Thé situation at this point, in thè words o 
cyrrënt military commentators, is still fluid. It 
should be given inore careful consideration than 
it might upon superficial inspection seein to 



The status ot university students in relation to 
military service is one of the difficult problems of 
war. The present regulations in Canada may not 
be sufficiently definite nor sufficiently rigorous "In 
the light ot the existing situation in Europe;' This 
Is implied in the statement by Arthur MacNamara, 
director ot National Selective Service, that these 
regulations may be reviewed at an early date. ■ 

Under the existing regulations it is possible for 
Canadian university students to remain exempt 
from military service, even though U\eir studies may 
not be essential to the prosecution ot the war. In- 
deed, provided that they arc able to meet certain 
academic rcquiremcnls, they arc permitted to con- 
tinue their studies almost as though their country 
were at peace. It Is. true that they are required to 
undergo military training while carrying on their 
university work, but When their university courses 
are completed, the war may be over, and this train- 
ing will prove ot little practical national value. 

Considering the drastic way in which the normal 
course of so many lives has been disturbed in Can- 
ada, there is perhaps a certain anomaly in the fact 
that a very considerable number ot young men ot 
military age and fitness should be continuing their 
way of life upon what is substanUally a peacetime 
basis. Nor is the fairness ot this arrangement in- 
creased by the fact that university students are 
mainly drawn from that class of society which enjoys 
stifficiént income to meet at least a great part ot 
their expenses. 

Nor, again, is the anomaly decreased by com- 
paring the Canadian regulations with those of Great 
Britain. According to the Canadian regulations all 
students are permitted to take university courses 
considered essential to the war effort, provided only 
that they pass their examinations. In October, 1043 
the Government of Great Britain decreed that stu- 
dents would be permitted to take essential courses 
only if they were young enough, and possessed 
ability enough to take a degree of high atanding be- 
fore they reached the age of twenty-one. 

With regard to non-essential courses the contrast 
between Canadian and British regulations is even 
more striking. In Canada any student may follow 
a non-essential course providing only that he is able 
to keep within the first or upper half of his class. 
In Great Britain only one year, consisting of 
three terms of three months each, was 
permitted for non-escentlal studies, and in 
October 1042 even this concession was rcmov 
ed. and non-essential courses have remained closed 
to all but those physically unfit for military service. 

The systeth existing in Canada has been defended 
on the ground that the lite of the country would 
suffer in 'the long view if too large a number ot 
young Canadians were deprived for too long a time 
ot the advantages ot a university training. This 
consideration, however, is offset to a great extent 
by the generous arrangements which have been 
made to enable Canadians to follow university 
studies at the end ot their period of service. 

But It is being offset to an even greater degree 
by the fact that the war is intensifying Its costs as 
it nears its conclusion. The loss of a few years or 
months of university study may be regarded as 
less serious national consideration than the lack of 
sufficient manpower to help bring the war to a iwlft 
and definite conclusion.

''The, Cherry Orchard" 

Anton Chekhov's The Ctietty Or- 
chard is being presented by the 
Little Theatre of the Y.M.H.A.- 
Y.W.H.A. on Saturday. Sunday and 
Monday nights in the Y.M.H.A. au- 
ditorium as the latest addition to 
list of production which has al- 
ready Included such works as Win- 
tersct, Rocket To The Moon, Gold- 
Boy, Watch On The Rhine, 
Thunder Rock, and There Shall Be 
No Night. 

The group, despite this back- 
ground of noteworthy dramas, re- 
gards the Chekhov play m perhaps 
the most difficult It has tackled. 
Its rapidly shifting moods and 
delicate balance of trJgedy and 
comedy make it difficult fare for 
any group, professional or amateur, 
while the picture ot a vanished so- 
ciety It recreates is especially dif- 
ficult for the amateur group. In 
addition to these problems there 
are those of a play in fotur Kenes 
demanding three changes of set- 
tings and introducing a dozen char- 
acters to be clothed in the 1004 
period. 

But the group also feels that the 
task it has undertaken is ,well 
worth the effort demanded in the 

opportunities for Integrated play- 
ing and individual characterization 
The Cherry Orchard has been 
called "an actor's delight" because 
of these opportunities, and produc 
tlons of it which followed the fa- 
mous premiere by the Moscow Art 
Theatre have included in their 
casts such players as John Oicl- 
gud. Flora Robeson, Charles Latigh- 
ton. Alia Nazimova, Athene 8ey< 
1er. Edith Evans.^Eva LeGallienne 
and Joseph Schllkraut are current 
ly starring in a successful New 
York production. 

Accounted by most critics Chek- 
hov's masterpiece, "Hie Cherry Or- 
chard tells the story of Madame 
Ranevsky, Russian landowner at 
the turn of the century, who loses 
her property, including its famous 
cherry orchard, to a self-made mer- 
chant, when she is unable to meet 
mortgage payments. Throughout the 
four acts Chcckhov deals with the 
refusal of the Ranevskys to face 
their dilemma as they are ungulfed 
In a rising tide of a new Russia.

Thurber's 
'The Male Animai" 

For a good many years, now, the 
war between James' Thurber and 
Society has been in full progress, 
drawing the attention and approval 
of Mr. Thurber's many adntlrers, 
whether or not they be enemies ot 
that Society. A definition ot en 
admirer of Mr. Thurber might be 
Vny person who has read the New 
Yorker, gazed in wonUer at the 
shapeless males and females (any 
resemblance Is purely coincidental) 
in his cartoons, tried vainly to find 
the point, and finally grudgingly 
and laughingly realized that there 
was no point at all. An editor once 
complained that Thurber's women 
had no sex appeal, to receive the 
reply that they had — for Thurber's 
men. 

One of the features which has 
always dominated Ms works is his 
attitude ot amazement and terror 
at the manitoid whims and fancies 
of Woman. An example ot this 
theme Is amply furnished by the 
play "The Male Aiiimal" which he 
wrote in collaboration with Elliot 
Nugent 

In it a troubled and harried 
young professor is confronted by 
"the modern way of doing things". 
He is amazed when confronted by 
the spectacle of a college friend 
who, while divorcing his wife, 
takes her out to dinner with her 
new boy-friend. He Is startled to 
realize that his wife is still attract- 
ed to this college friend, a former 
football star, and Is faintly annoyed 
when he realizes that she proposes 
to elope with him. Matters come to 
a head when the "friend", awed by 
her changing moods and .tempers, 
tries to back Out. The professor and 
his wife are finally united when 
the male animal in himjs aroused 
and he Is finally able to Inspire the 
admiration so long lacking in their 
attection. 

"The Male Animal," shortly to 
be presented by the McGiU Play- 
ers' Club.

Sir,— In a letter to the editor, 
"The British — a Strange Race", 
the author, a third year Engineer, 
seized upon two articles that had 
appeared In previous issue of the 
Ilaily. These articles expressed deep 
and sincere criticism of British Im- 
perial foreign policy. The authors 
of these articles protested that 
policy because they felt that It com- 
pletely contradicted the ideals tor 
which their brothers and kinsfolk, 
as well as the British people, have 
fought. 

Yet, someone was blind enough 
to take these aspirations for a de- 
cent world, and twist them and 
contort them into Anglophobia. Be- 
cause they criticized British policy 
in Greece, (and there are not too 
many that defend it) he claims that 
they condemn freedom and decency 



Of living, when that is the very . 
thing they are crying out for.' 

This man has made a point of 
defending the British people and 
their war record. He has evaded 
the issue entirely. No one has at- 
tacked (In The McGIU Dally) the 
British people, nor their war offert. 
What has been criticized is the 
foreign and imperial policy ot the 
present British government . . . and 
these people are not alone in their 
criticisms: the British Labor Party 
has officially criticized British 
policy in Greece and In India. H. 
G. Wells had this to say of that 
Imperialist policy which your cor- 
respondent had found so noble: 
"There can be no doubt about the 
feelings of the common people of 
England about this ugly business in 
Greece and other countries under 
the heel of slapdash British Tory- 
Ism. If we do not end Winston, 
Winston will end us."

And in an interview, Mr. Mc- 
Namara said Selective - Service in- 
tends to maintain its call-up quota 
of 5,000 men a- month for the army 
while from other quarters It was 
learned there would be no major 
change in the call-up regulations 
tmless army : requirements were 
stepped up considerably. 

However, the meeting -of the 
B,000-man monthly quota has proved 
to be no easy task and any attempt 
to Increase that figuire i would 
necessitate the tapping of new man- 
power fields. Present call-up regU' 
latlons apply to single, men aged IB 
to 37 and married men of 18 to 32. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that a 
number of R.CA.F. aircrew who 
have completed training and been 
allowed to return to civilian .life 
on reserve now are being recalled 
for active service. 

Air Force Headquarters ssid 
however, there has been no change 
in the policy of gradual demobili 
zation of . airmen, adding that re 
serve officers with special qualifi 
cationT^sometimes are recalled to. 
fill vacancies or carry ouf-special 
tasks.
